The Elba police handled 
case Monday night that was ui 
usual to say the least 

A man dressed in a womans 
underthings and sleepwear was 
disturbing the peace at the local 
motel. After forcing open the 
door, it was discovered that 
the man, James L. Dempsey, 
had written a suicide note and 
was taking large amounts of 
aspirin, stanback and alkaselt- 
zer along with a commercial 
lighter fluid. He was in a daze 
and not able to tell officers 
just what he was up to. How- 
ever the note he had written 
gave some insight into what 
he was thinking. 

The handwritten note asked 
that he be buried.in the clothes 
he was wearing and that the 
casket be sealed so nobody 
would see his body “anytime”. 
He asked that his 1965 Ford 
be given to his daughter who 
“would soon be i6 years old”. 
Everything else was to be di- 
vided up between all three of 
his children (girl and 2 boys). 
A postscript read: “Please do 
as I ask because it is the only 
way I can be happy and that 
is to have womans clothes on 
and knowing that I died in them 
and be satisfied. Thanks and 
please do as I ask will you.” 

A canary legal pad found 
among his possessions con- 
tained the names of 150 women 
their ages some types of cruel 
punishment and other details. 

The punishments included 
many that can’t be printed in 
a family newspaper and others 
such as buried alive, suffoca- 
tiqgn, hung by neck till death 
Slavery. . ., death by bow and 
arrow, cooked and sliced for 
eating, death eat alive, lack of 
air, hard labor, death in air 
tight box, chop off head, ground 
up alive, to swim in ocean as 
mermaid, in cave with blood 
sucking bats. One name was 
the same as his daughter in 
the final note and it destined 
her to be put “in a meat grind- 
er.” 

The women included several 
movie stars, President Nixon's 
daughters and many unknown 
to local law officers. All but 
the first page carried a column 
listing the race of the woman. 
It included many w’s and n’s 
and with no apparent system 
or percentage. 

Dempsey was lodged in the 
Coffee County jail as a mental 
patient and his parents in Val- 
dosta, Georgia, were notified 
and reported he had left home 
Sunday afternoon and had no 
prior problems of this type 
and had never been arrested for 
anything. 

A pay voucher found in his 
belongings show he received 
$160 on March 9th but he had 
no money at all when taken 
into custody. Other pay records 
indicate he had worked for three 
or four Georgia firms during 
1972. His drivers liscense 
indicate he was born March 
5, 193i +

The Courthouse clock crept 
toward 10:30, and the accom- 
panying flag lifted and fell sol- 
emnly, a gentle breeze lapped 
at the red, white and blue st-

The band ushered Ben into 
the square, the crowd applauded 
as he stepped from the car 
and onto the platform, thenthere 
was a hush and only a ripple 
of talk as Ben sat down, his 
mother on one side and Mayor 
Brunson on the other.

Mayor Explains Garbage Fee 


Elba’s new garbage ordinance 
according to Mayor Jack Br- 
unson, is designed so that ev- 
ery household and place of bus- 
iness will “carry their fair 
share of the load” in helping 
to pay for the garbage and tr- 
ash services provided for by 
the City. Brunson stated the 
flat garbage and trash fee ch- 
arged in the past was ineq- 
uitable when you consider it 
cost $20-$25 per year to pro- 
vide service for some reside- 
neces and $100 - $150 per year 
for other residences. Mayor 
Brunson also released the fol- 
lowing statement on the new 
garbage ordinances. 
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Recently passed anti- pol- 
lution laws plus other circum- 
stances made it necessary to 
revise Elba’s garbage ordin- 
ances. Some of the provi- 
sions of the new ordinance 
are as follows: 

1. Every household and place 
of business will be charged 
a garbage fee. (Due to the 
required closing of the local 
garbage dump, residents have 
mo place to dispose of their 
garbage. To prevent.healthha+ 
zard there was no alternative 
other than making the service 
compulsory. In addition, it’s 
impossible to determine wh- 
ether garbage andtrash belongs 
to a paying customer or a 
neighbor. 

2. An extra charge for labor 
and equipment will be made 
for amounts of garbage ortrash 
in excess of 2 cubic feet per 
routine pick up. (The actual 
cost of pick up garbage and/ 
or trash from some places 
is in excess of $100 per month. 
To remove limbs from a res- 
idence will sometimes cost $50 
to $75.) 

3. The new basic garbage 
and trash fee is $2.00 per 
month for households and $5.00 
for places of business. (Last 
year the garbage fee collected 
amounted to $27,000 while ex- 
penses were $42,000, which 
does not include the purchase 
of new equipment such as the 
$18,000 truck presently needed 
to properly service one of the 
routes. The hauling of garbage 
to New Brockton means addi- 
tional expenses and more time 
4. Garbage and trash must 
be placed within 20 feet of the 
street right of way in an ac- 
cessible location. (Some gar- 
bage cans are 300 - 400 feet 


from the street, in fences with 
dogs, contain 75 - 100 pounds 
of garbage etc. This is rough 
on the men and causes labor 
turn over and takes an exces- 
sive amount of time. 

5. Garbage containers, except 
commercial containers des- 
igned for mechanical dumping 
are not to be larger than 30 
gallon capacity, with lids and 
must be water tight, including 
a sound bottom. 

The new garbage fees will 
be charged on utility bills due 
April 1, 1973. Every house- 
hold and place of business will 
be charged this fee. 

Although the ordinance was 
effective March 1, 1973, strict 
enforcement will not begin un- 
til April. Garbage cans which 
are not properly located, af- 
ter April 1, will not be emp- 
tied. (Containers do not have 
to be kept near the right of 
way all the time but must be 
n the proper location when the 
garbage pickup os made.) Con- 
tainers which do not meet the 
requirements of the ordinance 
will be tagged and will not 
be emptied unless replaced. 

Due to anti-pollution laws no 
garbage is allowed at the lo- 
cal dump. Trash, ‘limbs, etc 
will still be accepted, however, 
the contents of each vehicle 
must be checked by the cus- 
todian. Violaters are subject

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Agriculture Hearings In Alabama To Help In 
Writing New Farm Law 


Last week the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee opened 
hearings on a new farm bill 
to replace the 1970 law which 
expires this year. 1 cannot 
imagine a year in which it 
would be more difficult to write 
new farm legislation. For one 
thing, there are heavy pres- 
sures from several sides for 
the Federal Government to get 
out of the Agriculture business 
and let the farmer operate 
on the free market. But I 
know, and Alabama Farmers 
know, that if this is allowed 
to happen, thousands of Alabama 
farmers would be put out of 
business and the growing pou- 
ltry industry in our state will 
not be able to rely on a steady 
flow of proteing for their 
flocks. Should farm regulations 
be eliminated thousands of farm 
families: ‘would - be. driven out 
of the land and ‘into the cities 
which already have more pro- 
blems than they can take care 
of. 

It would be a grave injustice 
to the American farmer who 
has long been the backbone 
of our society, to insist that he 
survive in a free market when 
so many other segments of our 
economy are not forced to do 
so. Labor has minimum wage 
laws and laws that protect the 
right of collective bargaining. 
Big Business so dominates the 
market in manufactured goods 
that its prices and profit st- 
ructure is protected in times 
ot economic stress as well as 
in times of economic boom, 
and many other businesses re- 
ceive subsidiaries and guaran- 
tees. 

The Senate Agriculture Co- 
mmittee wants to obtainas much 
information as possible on 
which to base a sound new 
farm law. So, as a member 
of the Committee, I shall, on 
Wednesday, April 18, 1973, con- 
duct a hearing in the House 
Chamber of the Alabama State 
Capitol, starting at 8 o’clock 
in the morning, to obtain the 
views of Alabama farmers on 
what is needed to make a sound 
farm bill 

The hearing which I shall 
conduct in Alabama is a fur- 
ther effort on my part to help 
bring the Federal government 
closer to the people and I look 
forward to the hearing and the 
opportunity to receive the views 
of Alabama farmers and inter- 
ested citizens 

Although America’s farmers 
represent less than 5 percent 
of the total population of the 
country directly and indirectly 
they provide income for the 
approximately 35 percent of our 
population who live in rural

This past week five addit- 
ional POW’s returned to Ala- 
bama at Maxwell Air Force 
Base in Montgomery. Among 
those was Major Michael Mc- 
Christion of Montgomery. Al- 
ready returned to the Second 
District is Captain Herbert Ri- 
ngsdorf of Elba. 

We are extremely proud of 
all these men. Who among us 
can fail to have a lump in his 
throat or tears in his eyes 
as he looks at the unabashed 
patriotism of the former 
POW’s? Their love for their 
families and their country is 
truly inspiring to their fellow 
Americans who have so fre- 
quently been told in recent ye- 
ars that flag, honor, patriot- 
ism and our many other bles- 
sings are outmoded. 

There is a sharp contrast 
between the appearance, self 
discipline and visible sense of 
responsibility among the re- 
turning POW’s and the opposite 
characteristics of those who 
continue to call themselves Am- 
ericans, but who live in Cana- 
da, Sweden and elsewhere be- 
cause they refused to answer 
the call to their country.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


Q. How long does a landlord 
have to make a refund to a 
tenant after the IRS notifies 
him that he is violating the 
rent control regulations? 

A. If all or part of an inc- 
rease is determined to be il- 
legal, the landlord has 30 days 
to refund this amount to the 
tenant. 

Q. I signed a lease on Jan. 
1, 1972, and my landlord did 
not raise reant at all during 
the year. He now wants toraise 
rent five percent next year -- 
twice the automatic 2 1/2 per- 
cent increase allowed under the 
rent regulanons. Can he do 
this? 

A. Yes, This automatic 2 1/2 
percent annual increment may 
be accumulated. This means that 
if a landlord did not take ad- 
vantage of it one year, he may 
use it the following year. 

Q. I raised my employees’ 
wages by 5.5 percent in Dec- 
ember 1971, and I want to give 
them a similar increase now. 
Do I increase wages by 5.5 
percent of what I’m currently 
paying or by 5.5 percent of what 
I was paying before last year’s 
increase? 

A. You may increase their pay 
by 5.5 percent of current wages 
and salaries. 

Q. Can a person apply for a 
ruling or determination from 
the IRS based on hypothetical 
facts?

You're pinned inside your 
car somewhere in a ditch - your 
child has just fallen from a tree 
and broken a leg - your mother 
has been stricken with a pro- 
bable heart attack -- who can 
help? Obviously, in the first 
instance, you can do nothing, 
but someone else can. So who 
can that someone, or you, in 
the other cases, call? Your 
Rescue Squad, that’s who 

Yes, this emergency group, 
staffed with your friends and 
neighbors, is on call any time 
of the day or night, providing 
“emergency care to the sick 
and injured.” 

The Elba Rescue Squad is 
six years old and consists of 
20 members, serving in three 
squads. They are VOLUNTEER 
WORKERS who receive no com- 
pensation whatsoever for their 
time and services. They are 
men who work at eight-hour 
jobs, men with families, ordi- 
Nhary men who must become a 
little extraordinary in the per- 
formance of their life-saving 
duties. Also, five members of 
the Police Department double 
as Squad members - and if 
their police shift ends at 11:00 
p.m. and they are called out on 
a run at 1:00 a.m. - well, as 
one policeman put it, 
sleep just doesn't count.” Th- 
ese are the men who have as

Indeed, much of their own 
money is spent during some 
of their trips - averaging ap- 
proximately $200 per year for 
each man. This might be spent 
on meals while transferring a 
patient from one hospital to 
another (they sometimes have 
to wait while decisions are made 
concerning the patient), or on 
gasoline for their private cars 
which they often take to the 
scene of a sustained emergency- 
such as the search for bodies 
and/or vehicles submerged in 
a stream, extended searching 
expeditions, and various other 
needs that become necessary 
in the course of their duties. 

Their operating funds come 
from 1) donations; 2) whatever 
means of fund-raising the Sq- 
uad comes up with; and 3) pay- 
ment for services rendered, IF 
the patient or his family chooses 
to pay. Reimbursement of ex- 
penses presentéd after a call 
is not mandatory - and some- 
times is not made, either by 
those who cannot afford it, or 
those who can and don’t. Costs 
differ with each case, but tr- 
ansfers are paid at the rate 
of 50¢ per mile.

In addition to their duties, 
the men meet two nights a mon- 
th, at which times they dis- 
cuss old and new business, in- 
cluding recent experiences; fi- 
nances; committees to be for- 
med. All handling of money, 
new members and by-laws are 
voted on by the Squad. ALL 
members must vote to change 
rules and regulations, and 1/2 
of them must be present to re- 
ceive new members. They must 
also keep their training up-to- 
date, be sure the equipment is 
in good repair, and keep rec- 
ords up-to-date. 

The Rescue Squad solicits 
your help in a number of ways: 
“please,” they ask, “stay away 
from fires and wrecks.” Crowds 
greatly hinder their efforts. And, 
if you are asked to leave, do so 
immediately. 

But, on the other hand, if 
you are first to arrive on the 
scene of an accident, there is 
something you can do. “First 
of all,” they advise, “KEEP 
CALM. Evaluate the situation, 
try to get help and do what you 
can until the help arrives.” In- 
cidentally, a law called “The 
Good Samaritan Act” was pas- 
sed several years ago in Ala- 
bama which protects anyone giv-

ing aid to an accident victim. 
In other words, no legal char- 
ges can be brought against you 
if youaretrying tohelp. But, 
don’t move a person, they say, 
unless it appears that his life 
is in immediate danger and it 
will be some time before pro- 
fessional help arrives. It may 
be that the only thing you can 
do is cover a victim to try and 
make him comfortable and pre- 
vent shock, . “Using common 
sense, ‘the risk of involvement 
is small indeed,” says a squall 
member. 

“In fact,” warns a police- 
man, “you leave yourself open 
for charges of abandonment if 
you do not stop to help, and 
are seen passing by an acci- 
dent.” If there are already a 
few people gathered, you may 
still stop and ask if you can 
help - and if not - leave.

prevent dangerous wildfires. 
This is done by planning to 
burn when moisture and wind 
conditions would prevent dam- 
age to the timber. The fire 
would only burn the top layer 
of the fuel on the ground. Wh- 
ere fuel is very heavy it might 
be necessary to burn over the 
Same area a second or third 
time to complete the job. 

Ranger Drewery said that 
most timberland owners throu- 
ghout the south are not fami- 
liar with this type operation and 
should not attempt a prescribed 
burn without the assistance of 
an experienced person. 

Other than fire prevention 
prescribed fire has several oth- 
er uses. Among these are 
improving wildlife habitat, con- 
trolling understory hardwoods, 
preparing seed beds and the 
control of brown spot disease 
in long leaf pines. 

Technical assistance is ay- 
ailable for prescribed burning 
through the Alabama Forestry 
Commission office located at 
Elba, Alabama.

Grain Program 


The last day for Coffee Coun- 
ty producers to enter the 1973 
Feed Grain, Wheat, Cotton pro- 
gram is March 15, 1973 ac- 
cording to a statement issued 
by Mr. Rollen Day, Chairman 
of the Coffee County ASC Co- 
mmittee. Producers should ke- 
ep in mind that the 1973 pro- 
gram provides many alterna- 
tives for food grain producers. 
For example, a producer may 
make no set aside and plant 
the same corn acreage that he 
harvested in 1972, and use the 
remaining land for other crop 
used. 

By taking a 30 percent re- 
duction in payment, the pro- 
ducer who wishes to make a 
set aside can graze the 1973 
the set adise and observing 
the conserving base require- 
ments, he may plant the rem- 
ainder of land in any crop 
he desires which does not vio- 
late Marketing Quota Program. 

Even though payment rates 
are reduced, continued Christ- 
ian Day, there is a payment 
available under the 1973 pro- 
gram for many producers who 
could not qualify for payment 
in prior years. All producers 
who have not already done so 
should investigate the FeedGr-

PRICES 

I looked at a report com- 
piled by Marketing Specialist 
Allen Brown of our Auburn 
University Staff. The follow- 
ing are some of the changes 
in prices now as compared 
with a year ago. Soybean 
meal has increased from $92 
a ton to $242 a ton. Cotton- 
seed meal has come up 1354 
from $80 to $168. Soybeans 
have increased 107%, from $3.33 
a bushel to $6.90 a bushel, 
Corn has increased 38%, broiler 
prices have increased 65% Hogs 
57%, saughter cows 36% and 
feeder heifers 41%.

Adopts Unit System 


Comee County Commis 
sioners voted unanimously to 
adopt a six- point resolution 
at their Monday meeting of 
this week in Elba, establish 
ing a form of the controvers 
ial unit system, which has been 
sought after vigorously by many 
officials and opposed just as 
vigorously by others 

The resolution is an off 
shoot of a 16 point bill pro- 
posed several weeks ago by 
Probate Judge James L. Saw- 
yer and Repr esent. itive Doug- 
las Easters. There are pri- 
marily two main differences 
between the lengthy proposed 
legislation of Sawyer and Fast- 
ers, and that of the abbreviated 
resolution drawn up and passed 
jointly by the six - man com- 
missioners court, 

First the new resolution ma- 
kes no mention putting the unit 
system question to a vote of 
the people, which was one of 
the primary goals of the or- 
iginally proposed bill. 

Secondly the wording of the 
new resolution is in a more 
readable and direct, though less 
precise, than original bill wh- 
ich is heavy with “legal lan- 
guage”. 

Judge Sawyer, upon first vi- 
ewing the resolution, stated 
that portions of it had “no 
teeth” in it - specifically that 
portion which deals with coun- 
ty employees and equipment 
being involved in private work, 
Sawyer stated later in the Mon- 
day afternoon session that the 
resolution “is certainly a step 
in the right direction”. 

The commissioners agreed 
verbally to put the earlier pro- 
posed bill to a vote of the 
people, but insisted that their 
resolution would get “the ball 
rolling” as a referendum would 
delay action until later in the 
summer of this year. 

Most significant in the ch- 
anges which will come about 
as a result of adoption of the 
resolution, is that “a central 
shop for the repair and main- 
tenance of County equipment 
be constructed on property now 
owned by- the County near New 
Brockton ...” and that a 
great deal more responsibility 
for road paving, construction, 
and maintenance will be pla- 
ced in the hands of County 
Engineer Leslie Mullins. 

Mullins will begin drawing 
plans for a new county main- 
tenance shed, but will - in the 
mean time - erect a fence near 
the New Brockton. office com- 


plex site for the keeping of. 


County equipment. 

Commissioners of each dis- 
trict will be allowed to keep 
a minimal amount of equip- 
ment in each district “to be 
used to maintain unpaved roads 
and the bridges thereon in each 
of the said districts under a 
strict budget as set and deter- 
mined by the Commission.” 
It was readily agreed by each 
commissioner, Judge Sawyer, 
and Mullins that to bring all 
equipment to the central shop 
each evening would be imprac- 
tical, time - consuming, and 
unecessarily expensive. 

A portion of the county en- 
gineer’s duties which will be 
allotted to him under the new 
system of supervision of op- 
eration and maintenance of the 
new county shop; construction

Unsafe Boats 


After several months of in- 
activity many fishermen are 


taking advantage of the plea-, 


sant weekend weather to goafter 
the crapper and bass. 

Alabama water patrolman O 
G. Sanders, said today that he 
has found many fishermen op- 
erating their boats under pot- 
entially fatal or hazardous con- 
ditions. Sanders, said that many 
accidents could be prevented 
by making a few simple checks 
of equipment and engine when 
bringing a craft out of winter 
storage. Sanders, lists a few 
important items that could mean 
the difference between life, dea- 
th and property destruction. 
1. Check all life saving eq- 
uipment for serviceability, fa- 
bric rot, leaky kapok bags, 
bric rot, leaky kapok bags, 
loose or rotted tie straps, Etc. 
2. Gas tanks and fuel lines 
should be checked for leaks, 
dry rot or cracks which could 
cause rupture under pressure. 
3. Fire extinguishers should 
be checked for pressurization 
and working condition. 

4. Check steering cables for 
rust and fraying. 

5. Make sure navigation li- 
ghts are working properly. 

6. Is your bbat currently re- 
gistered? Proper numbers on 
boat? Certificate aboard? 

7. Items which are unserv- 
iceable or need repair should 
be attended to before the boat 
goes into operation, and by all 
means Don’t overload your ve- 
ssel.

COLUMBUS MAN SUFFERS GUNSHOT 
WOUND IN HEAD 


On Sunday afternoon the Elba 
Rescue squad and Deputy Sher- 
iff Neil Grantham answered a 
call to the home of Colon Mo- 
bley in the Victoria Community. 
Mobley’s son, Malcolm De- 
lorem Mobley, age 50, was found 
in his white Oldsmobile with 
an apparent self-inflicted gun- 
shot wound in the forehead. 
The victim is a resident of 
Columbus, Georgia. 


Mobley was rushed to a Troy 
hospital and shortly thereafter 
transfered to a Montgomery 
hospital. At press time Tues- 
day, he was still alive but in 
serious condition. The shot 
was inflicted with a 22 cali- 
ber single shot rifle. 

According to his father, Mr. 
Colon Mobley, the victim had 
spent the night with his par- 
ents but had returned to Col- 


umbus Sunday morning. He 
returned to Victoria Sunday 
afternoon and was seen driving 


,by the home of some relatives
